REPORT OF THE STEARNS LECTURE COMMISSION. 


Capt. Albert Stearns, late of Brooklyn, N. Y., and as- 
sociated with the commercial interests of the Church & 
Dwight Soda Works of Syracuse and Brooklyn, N. Y., 
donated this fund. ‘This benefactor’s youth was spent on 
a farm on Ashburnham road owned by his father in the 
south part of the township. He attended school in the 
brick schoolhouse in Gibson Village located near the Gibson 
Corners. The immediate neighborhood is rich in history 
and many of the students have won laurels in their business 
careers. 

After he had reached the pinnacle of his fame in the busi- 
ness world he took a retrospective view and concluded to 
benefit in some satisfactory manner his adopted town. He 
conducted a long correspondence with an early schoolmate 
and her son, thereby ascertaining the needs of the town, and 
lastly asked their codperation in advising some object. They 
suggested a lecture course which strongly appealed to him 
and he soon made available a perpetual fund named the 
“Stearns Lecture Fund,” the income of this to be devoted 
to non-sectarian lectures. 

Capt. Albert Stearns died April 21, 1914. A portrait of 
this genial gentleman adorns the walls of the town hall. 
This benefaction has proved a valued memorial and the 
citizens fully appreciate its importance as an elevating factor. 
He was born in the sister town of Rindge, N. H., Dec. 20, 
1833. Captain Stearns specified that the selectmen and their 
successors should act as trustees of this fund. He further 
stipulated that the New Ipswich Lecture Commission should 
make a report annually to the trustees. 
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The nucleus was $3,000.00, which is invested in the policy 
of the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, 50. 
State street, Boston, Mass. He made an instalment of 
$2,000.00 in 1907 which is invested viz: Amoskeag Savings 
Bank, Manchester, N. H., $1,000.00; ‘Fitchburg Savings 
Bank, Fitchburg, Mass., $1,000.00. In 1912 he sent a second 
instalment which is deposited viz: Amoskeag Savings Bank, 
Manchester, N. H., $1,000.00; Merrimack County Savings 
Bank, Concord, N. H., $1,000.00.

LIBRARY REPORT. 


The only change in the finances of the library since the 
last report has been in the available money, and we have 
been obliged to draw heavily upon that. The furnace, 
through age, had come to a state where it did not give sat- 
isfaction, and we were afraid it was not wholly safe. Ac- 
cordingly, a new one was bought of Walker and Pratt, 
Boston, and we are now burning coal and getting good re- 
sults. ‘The lamps also gave out, and the entire building 
was fitted out with new at considerable expense. We have 
paid the insurance, paid for an investigation of the Whit- 
man estate at Washington, D. C., bought a lawn mower, 
paid rent of a safety deposit vault at Boston, had the piano 
tuned, and with labor getting the furnace installed, ex- 
press, freight, extra supplies, etc., it has brought our 
available money down to about $555.00. The additions 
to this fund during the year were a gift of $25 from Miss 
Mary Barrett, $1 for old furnace, and 95 cents for sale 
of magazines. 

We had quite a number of worn-out books, too badly 
worn to be rebound, although there were no leaves miss- 
ing, and a number of volumes of magazines that we were 
unable to sell. These we packed and sent to the county 
farm at Grasmere, and we received a letter from the su- 
perintendent of the farm, saying they were very acceptable 
there. They gladly pay freight on them, and we may 
have more to send soon. 

The Whitman estate is still unsettled.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The School Board, New Ipswich, N. H.: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

The teaching force in New Ipswich is made up of ex- 
cellent teachers, without exception. The schools, however, 
are not perfect, nor of unusual excellence because of this 
circumstance. The reason for this state of affairs is easy 
to find. An inspection of the attendance records will 
show that the pupils are frequently absent and often tardy. 
Absence from recitations for one day means that the day 
following is largely spent in getting in touch with the 
work once more. ‘The fact that public school instruction 
is a cumulative process makes interruptions of this kind 
particularly harmful. Compulsion in these cases is of 
doubtful value. The truth seems to be that a community 
will have as good schools and as good attendance as it 
really desires, and no better. When public opinion con- 
demns the unnecessary absence of children from the 
schools, such absence will cease. In the meantime the in- 
dividual and the school must suffer. 

I would suggest that the citizens visit the schools as 
much as possible. This would be to the advantage of all. 
Particularly profitable would be a visit to the new school, 
constructed during the past year. This is probably the 
best school in town as well as the best building. The 
school has had an able teacher and also regular attendance. 
This has produced excellent results. The building, too, 
is a model rural schoolhouse, and its economical con- 
struction has been extremely creditable to the local au- 
thorities. 
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_ Everywhere in the schools the children are entering 
at an earlier age than was formerly the custom. This has 
meant that the work as they advance from grade to grade 
has been very difficult and in many cases not well done. 
The pupils seem to be a little beyond their depth through- 
out the course. At time of graduation it has been found 
that the graduating classes were immature in body and 
mind. It is of no particular advantage to push the chil- 
dren through the grades and into higher institutions or 
industrial life before they are ready for that work, espe- 
elally when the work necessarily preliminary thereto is 
partly comprehended at best. Either the work should be 
changed by making nine grades or the age for entrance 
must be raised. In the meantime there will be many cases 
of non-promotion. 

Within these limitations the scholarship in the upper 
grades is about normal. The lower grades, however, do 
not do nearly the amount required by “The New Hamp- 
shire Program of Studies for Elementary Schools.” . A 
lack of knowledge of the English language is a handicap 
here. It is doubtful whether these grades ever get fully 
up to the standard in the four lower years. 

More expert teaching of drawing and instruction in 
sewing and manual training would be highly desirable. 
Each year sees several towns add these subjects to their 
regular program. Their addition in any town should be 
dependent only on the financial ability of the district. 

A room for keeping supplies and books, when not in 
use, would save many dollars to the district and be a de- 
cided convenience for teachers and superintendent. 

I wish at this time to thank the teachers for their hearty 
eo-operation and the Board for their many favors.

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REPORT OF MUSIC INSTRUCTOR. 


To Mr. Leonard S. Morrison, Superintendent of Schools: 


I hereby submit my first report covering the work in music 
since September, 1914. . 

The aim of the musical course in the New Ipswich schools 
is three fold: First, to give every child the mental discipline 
attained through the study of music; second, to develop the 
emotional nature and aesthetic sense; and third, to cultivate 
an appreciation of good music. . 

There are a few children who are unable to discriminate 
among colors and sounds, and there are a few who have de- 
fective vocal organs. Usually a large per cent of the enter- 
ing class are monotones, but every child can be trained to 
sing the correct pitch, unless handicapped by some physical 
difficulty, and in such a case he should have the attention of 
a physician. The treatment of monotones, however, requires 
much patience and perseverance on the part of the teacher, 
but pays richly. | 

In district schools one is, of course, hindered by so many 
grades in the same room, a condition which necessitates 
' forming two divisions in each school. 

In the lower grades the work consists chiefly of rote 
songs,—one or more being taught each week, according to 
the ability of the children. These are suggestive of the 
fancies and pastimes of little folks and the teacher helps 
them to sing with understanding and most of all with a 
clear head tone of flute-like quality. Especial attention is 
given to the monotones and children who are unable to sing 
the correct pitch. All are taught to know the staff elements, 
names of the lines and spaces, and the first-time principles, 
known as “time motions,” and the class Has practice in read- 
ing exercises, “do” being located. by the check-mark (x). 
This method of placing “do” eliminates all difficulty later in 
reading exercises with any number of sharps or flats in the 
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key signature, since, from the first grade, the children have 
seen “do” in all positions on the staff. 

The First Reader of the New Educational Music course is 
used in the upper grades in most of the buildings, though 
in two schools the Second Reader is used. The technical 
work already covered in these grades consists in finding “do” 
_ from the key signature, naming keys, three “time motions,” 
arithmetic of music, one kind of time, and the first step in 
ehromatics with the use of the (x), sharp, natural, and flat; 
also two classes have studied the second step in chromatics 
with the use of the sharp, natural, flat, and two flats. 
Written work and ear training are both important and in 
all grades there is frequent practice in this phase of the 
work. Hach pupil writes what he has learned or what he 
hears the teacher sing in time or tune. 

One feature of our music work is proving invaluabre—the 
singing from the Weaver Individual Sight Singing Slips. 
Each child is given one chance to sing his ship and sits down 
at his first mistake, which is recorded as being one in time, 
pitch, or reading; at the close of the lesson these are added © 
and the teacher can then determine wherein lies the greatest 
difficulty. This kind of training makes the child inde- 
pendent, forces him to think quickly, to concentrate, and 
gives him self-control and habits of accuracy. A written 
lesson usually accompanies a slip lesson whereby each one 
is busy the entire period. 

Owing to the small number of pupils in the upper divisions, 
we have been confined mostly to unison singing this year, 
though there has been some practice in two-part work. Were 
the upper grades assembled in one room as last year, the 
pupils would be capable of doing two and probably some 
three-part singing. 

In all grades the children are encouraged to put their own 
individuality into the songs and are requested to sit or stand 
in an erect position. Good tone quality and production, 
correct breathing, and clear enunciation are sought after. It 
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is a great aid to good tone when quiet speaking becomes the 
habit of teacher and class. Terms of tempo and expression 
are explained and learned as they are met and the children 
enjoy searching for anecdotes of famous composers, who have 
written some of their songs. 

The victrola is a great asset, since the children try to imi- 
tate the sweetness and purity of the voices reproduced on the 
records. They are taught to notice the changes in speed and 
power and are enthusiastic to bring to class pictures of the © 
instruments played. Marching to music assists to establish 
a sense of rhythm. 

Our aim, then, is not to teach meiibel but rather to teach 
each pupil to love, appreciate, and interpret good music, and 
by his study of the theoretical side, to be qualified, when he 
leaves the grades, to read music easily and accurately. 

We feel that the progress made during the past two years 
has, on the whole, been encouraging, and since so much of 
the success gained depends upon the faithfulness of the 
grade teachers, your supervisor wishes to extend her thanks 
to them for their codperation, and to the superintendent and 
- committee for their support.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The chief item of interest in the present school report 
is naturally the new schoolhouse in the Finnish district. 
In spite of the strong feeling in favor of this school ex- 
pressed in the last district meeting, the school board did 
not proceed hastily to its construction. arly last April a 
member of the board conferred at length upon this subject 
with the state superintendent of public instruction in his 
office in Concord. Impartially and in detail the history 
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of the agitation for the new school and the arguments for 
and against it were weighed and diseussed.- While fully 
admitting the desirability of maintaining the consolidated 
school, the state superintendent confirmed the objections 
_ to the continuance of the then transportation system as set 
forth in the last school report, and without reservation ad- 
vised building the new school. Granting for the sake of 
argument that the above objections are not insurmount- 
able, the fact remains that without the moral support of 
the Concord office, the champions of the consolidated school, 
the existence of which depended upon the maintenance of 
the transportation system of the last two years, would 
have waged a losing fight against an increasing opposition. 

The new school is well worth visiting. In construction, 
heating, lighting, ventilation and general appointments it 
is the last word in one-room rural schoolhouses. Over 
twenty children, all Finnish, are attending the school. 
They are particularly fortunate in their teacher. With 
rare gifts for the exercise of her profession, she combines 
a true missionary spirit which peculiarly fits her to teach 
young children of foreign extraction. Under such guid- 
ance, the children in the ‘‘Finnish” school will as Hae edl 
ee int good Americans as in any school. 

The cost of the school is well within the limit set by 
vote of the district. The $250 voted to be raised annually 
towards payment of the amount borrowed from the Mason 
Village Savings Bank has this year been used towards de- 
fraying the cost of construction, thus serving its original 
purpose with a saving of interest. Last year over $1,400 
was paid out for transportation. Next year $500 should 
cover this expense. The difference should pay both cost 
and running expenses of the new school. 

Measles, grippe, scarlet fever, and diphtheria, iG 
larly the two former, have all panied this past year 
seriously to affect the average attendance in the schools. 
There has also been such an. epidemic of truancy since 
September that patience and forbearance in the shape of 
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warnings have ceased to be virtues. These warnings seem 
uot to have been taken seriously. When parents are so 
blind to or neglectful of their children’s best interests as 
to cause or allow them to absent themselves from school 
without cause, or so contemptuous of the law as to flout it _ 
in the face of repeated warnings, an officer of the law 
armed with an arrest warrant, a court, a judge and a fine 
are the only combination that will inspire such parents 
with a wholesome respect for, if not a comprehension of, 
common decency. 

The personnel of the teaching force is excellent. It 
is safe to say that the quality of the work done in our 
schools at present is higher than ever before, as might be 
expected under a more thorough and intelligent super- 
vision than any school board can be expected to give. The 
best criterion of the efficiency of any school or school board 
system is the extent to which it stimulates the pupils to 
seek a higher education. The number of children from 
New Ipswich attending a secondary school has trebled in 
ten years. There could be no stronger or more hopeful 
sign of mental growth in our young people; there could 
be nothing that redounds more to the credit of New Ips- 
wich. 

The supervisory district now consists of Wilton, New 
Ipswich, Temple and Hancock, which came in last sum- 
- mer. 

This year the school district of New Ipswich is required 
by law to raise $1,537.50. Additional amounts required 
by law, to be assessed by the selectmen and not to be ap- 
propriated in the district meeting, are as follows:

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In addition, the school board would recommend that the 
district raise the sum of $1,500 necessary to cover the cost 
of salaries, fuel, and other miscellaneous expenses, and 
maintain the schools at their present standard. 

The school board cannot close this report without paying 
a tribute to the Parent-Teachers Circle, whose members 
have so actively, materially and effectively worked for the 
physical and mental improvement of our children in the 
common schools of New Ipswich. There could not be a 
nobler mission better performed than theirs. They have 
generously given of their bounty, that the poorer children 
might receive necessary medical treatment beyond their 
means. ‘They have given a Victrola to the schools. They 
have welcomed our teachers to the town. Without official 
authority, but with that strongest authority of common 
sense and right, they have constituted themselves invalu- 
able guardians of the moral and material welfare of our 
public school system.
